"In  the  Second  Supplemental  Appropriation  Act,  1958,  Congress  authori: 
an  increase  in  the  1958  acreage  reserve  program  from  $500  million  to  $7^ 
million,  due  to  the  unexpectedly  large  sign-ups  last  spring.  Payments/under 
\  this  increased  authorization  are  estimated  to  run  slightly  less  than/?700 
million,  which  will  bring  total  costs  of  the  program  for  the  three/fiscal 
years,  1956  through  1958,  to  an  estimated  total  of  $1,640  to  $1,6^5'  million. 

\A  total  of  $1,363,058,415  has  been  appropriated  to  date  to  meet  these 
commitments.

REPORT 

[To  accompany  S.  3439] 

The  Committee  on  Agriculture  and  Forestry,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  bill  (S.  3439)  providing  for  the  reconveyance  to  Salt  Lake  City, 
Utah,  of  the  Forest  Service  fire  warehouse  lot  in  that  city,  having 
considered  the  same,  report  thereon  with  a  recommendation  that  it  do 
pass  with  amendments. 

This  bill,  with  committee  amendments,  would  authorize  the  Secre¬ 
tary  of  Agriculture  to  sell  to  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  at  fair  market 
value  as  determined  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  a  tract  of  land 
owned  by  the  United  States  and  used  by  the  Forest  Service  as  the 
location  for  a  forest  fire  control  warehouse  and  suppression  crew 
headquarters,  together  with  all  improvements  thereon. 

Fire  crews  are  stationed  at  this  site  to  suppress  fires  starting  in  the 
highly  valuable  watershed  lands  which  surround  Salt  Lake  City.  It  is 
necessary  that  these  crews  reach  such  fires  in  the  shortest  possible 
time  in  order  to  achieve  prompt  fire  suppression,  minimize  costs,  and 
avoid  conflagrations.  Since  the  present  property  was  acquired  and 
improvements  placed  thereon,  Salt  Lake  City  has  increased  greatly 
in  size  so  that  the  existing  site  is  now  surrounded  by  urban  develop¬ 
ments.  This  means  that  fire  crews  en  route  to  forest  fires  must  drive 
through  a  congested  residential  and  business  part  of  the  city.  This 
situation  increases  the  danger  of  accidents  and  materially  impedes 
necessary  fast  action  on  fires.  For  these  reasons,  disposal  of  this  site 
is  favored  provided  that  the  funds  received  can  be  used  to  aid  in 
providing  suitable  improvements  on  a  desirable  alternate  site. 

As  a  condition  of  such  conveyance  the  Secretary  may  in  his  dis¬ 
cretion  reserve  to  the  United  States  for  a  period  of  not  to  exceed  2 
years  from  the  date  of  the  deed  the  right  to  use  and  occupy  without 
charge  the  property  being  conveyed.

Dear  Senator  Ellender:  We  are  glad  to  report,  as  requested  by 
your  letter  of  March  12,  1958,  on  S.  3439,  a  bill  providing  for  the 
reconveyance  to  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  of  the  Forest  Service  fire 
warehouse  lot  in  that  city. 

We  recommend  that  S.  3439  be  enacted  if  amended  as  hereinafter 
recommended. 

This  bill  would  authorize  and  direct  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
to  sell  to  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  at  fair  market  value  as  determined  by 
the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  a  tract  of  land  owned  by  the  United 
States  and  used  by  the  Forest  Service  as  the  location  for  a  forest  fire  f 
control  warehouse  and  suppression  crew  headquarters,  together  with  ^ 
all  improvements  thereon.  Funds  received  for  the  property  would  be 
available  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  aid  in  the  construction 
of  similar  facilities  in  Salt  Lake  City  on  a  tract  being  assigned  to 
this  Department  by  the  General  Services  Administration. 

Transfer  of  the  alternate  site  by  the  General  Services  Administra¬ 
tion  to  this  Department  has  not  yet  been  completed.  We,  therefore, 
recommend  that  the  authority  to  convey  be  made  permissive  rather 
than  mandatory  and  that  section  3  of  the  bill  be  amended  to  permit 
use  of  the  funds  received  from  sale  of  the  existing  property  on  any 
other  property  available  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  and  suitable 
for  the  intended  use.  This  would  permit  final  arrangements  for  a  new 
site  to  be  made  before  the  present  property  is  conveyed.  It  would  also 
permit  construction  of  the  new  facilities  on  lands  other  than  those 
specificially  described  in  section  3  of  the  bill  should  the  contemplated 
transfer  between  the  General  Services  Administration  and  this  De¬ 
partment  fail  to  be  completed. 

We  recommend  also  that  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  be  authorized 
to  reserve  in  the  deed  to  the  city  the  right  for  the  United  States  to  . 
use  and  occupy  the  present  property  for  not  to  exceed  2  years  from  C 
the  date  of  the  deed  to  the  city.  It  is  essential  that  the  Forest  Service  ' 
have  a  warehouse  and  fire  crew  headquarters  at  Salt  Lake  Citju  The 
present  improvements  are  fully  occupied.  Construction  of  new 
facilities  may  take  as  long  as  2  years  and  it  is  vital  that  fire  control 
activities  not  be  interrupted  during  this  period. 

The  amendments  recommended  above  can  be  accomplished  as 
follows: 

Page  1,  line  3,  delete  “and  directed”. 

Page  1,  line  8,  change  the  period  to  a  colon  and  add:  “ Provided , 
That  as  a  condition  of  such  conveyance  the  Secretary  may  in  his 
discretion  reserve  to  the  United  States  for  a  period  of  not  to  exceed 
two  years  from,  the  date  of  the  deed  the  right  to  use  and  occupy 
without  charge  the  property  being  conveyed.” 

Page  2,  line  13,  change  the  period  to  a  comma  and  add  “or  on 
other  property  acquired  by  or  available  to  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture.” 

In  the  interest  of  clarity,  we  suggest  that  on  page  2,  line  6,  the  comma 
be  changed  to  a  period  and  the  word  “said”  be  capitalized. 
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The  property  authorized  to  be  conveyed  by  S.  3439  is  a  lot  and 
a  related  road  right-of-way  in  Salt  Lake  City  acquired  by  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  in  1935.  On  the  lot  is  a  substantial  building  and  related 
facilities.  The  building  contains  living  quarters  for  a  forest  lire 
suppression  crew  of  6  to  10  men.  It  also  contains  an  office  for  the 
forest  fire  dispatcher  and  includes  garage  space  for  fire  trucks  and 
warehouse  facilities  for  forest  fire  suppression  tools  and  equipment. 

Fire  crews  are  stationed  at  this  site  to  suppress  fires  starting  in  the 
highly  valuable  watershed  lands  which  surround  Salt  Lake  City.  It 
is  necessary  that  these  crews  reach  such  fires  in  the  shortest  possible- 
time  in  order  to  achieve  prompt  fire  suppression,  minimize  costs,  and 
avoid  conflagrations.  Since  the  present  property  was  acquired  and 
improvements  placed  thereon,  Salt  Lake  City  has  increased  greatly 
in  size  so  that  the  existing  site  is  now  surrounded  by  urban  develop¬ 
ments.  This  means  that  fire  crews  en  route  to  forest  fires  must  drive 
through  a  congested  residential  and  business  part  of  the  city.  This 
situation  increases  the  danger  of  accidents  and  materially  impedes 
necessary  fast  action  on  fires.  For  these  reasons,  we  favor  disposal 
of  this  site  provided  that  the  funds  received  can  be  used  to  aid  in 
providing  suitable  improvements  on  a  desirable  alternate  site. 

We  understand  that  Salt  Lake  City  needs  the  tract  for  municipal 
purposes.  No  appraisal  of  the  existing  site  has  been  made  and  its 
fair  market  value  therefore  is  not  known.  We  believe,  however,  that 
because  of  increased  costs  payment  of  the  fair  market  value  may  not 
provide  fully  sufficient  funds  to  finance  replacement  of  the  present 
installation.  If  this  is  so,  additional  funds  could  be  made  available 
from,  regular  appropriations  for  construction  of  improvements  in 
connection  with  the  national  forests. 

The  Bureau  of  the  Budget  has  advised  this  Department  as  follows: 

“You  are  advised  that  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget  would  not  object  to 
the  submission  of  the  proposed  report  to  the  committee.  However, 
this  advice  should  not  be  construed  as  a  commitment  to  include 
estimates  in  the  1960  or  a  later  budget  for  the  construction  of  a  new 
fire  control  center  in  the  Salt  Lake  City  area.  It  is  expected  that 
such  a  proposal  would  follow  normal  budgetary  procedures.”

property  acquired  by  or  available  to  the  Sec¬ 
retary  of  Agricultre. 

The  United  States  purchased  the 
lot  from  Salt  Lake  City  by  deed  dated  April 
25,  1935,  recorded  in  book  142  of  deeds,  page. 
337  of  the  Salt  Lake  County  recorder’s  office 
records. 

Mr.  JOHNSTON  of  South  Carolina. 
Mr.  President,  this  bill,  with  committee 
amendments,  would  authorize  the  Secre- 
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tary  of  Agriculture  to  sell  to  Salt  Lake 
City,  Utah,  a -tract  of  land  used  by  the 
Forest  Service  as  the  location  for  a  for¬ 
est  fire  control  warehouse  and  suppres¬ 
sion  crew  headquarters.  The  city  would 
be  required  to  pay  full  market  value  as 
determined  by  the  Secretary  of  Agri¬ 
culture,  and  the  proceeds  would  be  avail¬ 
able  for  the  construction  of  new  fire 
control  facilities  on  a  more  suitable  site 
owned  by  the  Government.

It  is  not  suitable  for  the  pur¬ 
poses  for  which  it  is  now  used  by  the 
Government,  since  the  city  has  built  up 
around  it  and  fire  crews  situated  at  this 
station  must  travel  through  congested 
areas  to  reach  fires  on  the  national  for¬ 
est.  This  increases  hazards  of  accident 
and  hampers  fire  control.  The  transfer 
will  be  of  advantage  to  both  the  city  and 
the  Forest  Service. 

The  committee  amendments,  which 
are  of  a  technical  nature,  were  suggested 
by  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  and 
are  fully  explained  in  the  report.

The  Federal  property  in  Redding  is 
used  by  the  Fqi'ese  Service  as  a  multi¬ 
functional  headquarters.  The  forest  su¬ 
pervisor  of  th/sH&sta-Trinity  National 
Forest  has  h/officXthere.  In  addition, 
equipment  snops  and  fire-control  func¬ 
tions  serving  seven  national  forests  in 
northern/California  ar\  headquartered 
on  the jfte.  The  latter  consists  of  a  zone 
dispa/her,  a  fire-danger  weather-fore- 
castmg  station — manned  by  me  Weather 
Byfeau — a  smoke-jumper  center,  a  zone 
fire-equipment  cache,  and  a  paracargo 
Center.  \ 

For  some  time  the  Forest  ServicKhas 
recognized  the  need  to  improve  its  physi¬ 
cal  plant  and  relocate  the  functions Nt 
carries  on  at  the  Redding  site.

The  need  for  tl/  legislation  arises 
primarily  from  /ree  circumstances; 
First,  where  a  n/onal  forest  is  imme¬ 
diately  ad j  ace/  to  a  growing  urban 
community;  second,  where  a  town  or 
settlement  v/hin  the  national  forest  on 
private  lai/ is  outgrowing  the  available 
private  land;  third,  where  a  sawmill, 
mining  development,  power  dam,  or  other 
perma/nt  installation  within  a  na¬ 
tion/  forest  makes  the  establishment 
of/townsite  administratively  desirable. 
Ujjfder  present  laws,  the  Forest  Service 
Jafas  no  authority  to  sell  national-forest 


land  ta  private  owners  for  the  building 
of  houses  and  similar  structures.  Where 
it  has  become  necessary,  for  any  reason, 
for  private  residences  and  other  struc¬ 
tures  to  be  built  on  national-forest  land, 
it  is  now  done  under  special  use  permits 
which  convey  no  title  to  the  land. 

Such  a  policy  makes  it  difficult  for  the 
individual,  who  must  build  his  house  or 
other  building  on  land  he  does  not  own, 
and  also  for  the  Forest  Service  which 
must — in  the  event  of  any  substantial 
settlement — enter  into  the  business  of 
providing  municipal  services  such  as 
fire  and  police  protection,  sanitation, 
and  so  forth,  which  are  considerably 
outside  its  usual  functions. 

For  these  reasons,  the  administration 
asks  that  the  bill  be  passed. 

The  PRESIDING  OFFICER.  The  bill 
is  open  to  amendment.

REPORT 

[To  accompany  S.  3439] 

The  Committee  on  Agriculture,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill 
(S.  3439)  providing  for  the  reconveyance  to  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  of 
the  Forest  Service  fire  warehouse  lot  in  that  city,  having  considered 
the  same,  report  favorably  thereon  without  amendment  and  recom¬ 
mend  that  the  bill  do  pass. 

PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  this  bill  is  to  permit  the  Forest  Service  to  sell  to  the 
city  of  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  at  its  fair  market  value  a  tract  of  land 
within  the  city  now  used  as  a  forest  fire  control  headquarters  and  re¬ 
establish  that  headquarters  on  Government-owned  land  at  the  edge 
of  the  city.  The  fire-control  headquarters  was  established  in  Salt 
Lake  City  several  years  ago  at  a  time  when  the  site  gave  ready  access 
to  nearby  national  forest  lands.  Since  then,  the  city  has  expanded 
and  grown  up  around  the  fire-control  headquarters  until  it  is  now 
necessary  for  fire-control  crews  and  their  equipment  to  pass  through 
residential  and  business  areas  of  the  city  in  order  to  reach  the  forests. 
The  bill  would  permit  the  Forest  Service  to  sell  this  site  to  the  city 
and  use  the  funds  to  establish  its  new  headquarters. 

DEPARTMENTAL  APPROVAL 

The  report  of  the  Senate  Committee  on  Agriculture  and  Forestry 
(S.  Rept.  No.  1848)  quotes  the  letter  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
recommending  enactment  of  this  bill  and  giving  the  reasons  therefor 
in  some  detail.  Following  is  the  text  of  the  Senate  report. 
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2  LAND  CONVEYANCE  TO  SALT  LAKE  CITY,  UTAH 

[S.  Rept.  1848,  85th  Cong.,  2d  sess.] 

The  Committee  on  Agriculture  and  Forestry,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  bill  (S.  3439)  providing  for  the  reconveyance  to  Salt  Lake  City, 
Utah,  of  the  Forest  Service  fire  warehouse  lot  in  that  city,  having 
considered  the  same,  report  thereon  with  a  recommendation  that  it  do 
pass  with  amendments. 

This  bill,  with  committee  amendments,  would  authorize  the  Secre¬ 
tary  of  Agriculture  to  sell  to  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  at  fair  market 
value  as  determined  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  a  tract  of  land 
owned  by  the  United  States  and  used  by  the  Forest  Service  as  the 
location  for  a  forest  fire  control  warehouse  and  suppression  crew 
headquarters,  together  with  all  improvements  thereon. 

Fire  crews  are  stationed  at  this  site  to  suppress  fires  starting  in  the 
highly  valuable  watershed  lands  which  surround  Salt  Lake  City.  It  is 
necessary  that  these  crews  reach  such  fires  in  the  shortest  possible 
time  in  order  to  achieve  prompt  fire  suppression,  minimize  costs,  and 
avoid  conflagrations.  Since  the  present  property  was  acquired  and 
improvements  placed  thereon,  Salt  Lake  City  has  increased  greatly 
in  size  so  that  the  existing  site  is  now  surrounded  by  urban  develop¬ 
ments.  This  means  that  fire  crews  en  route  to  forest  fires  must  drive 
through  a  congested  residential  and  business  part  of  the  city.  This 
situation  increases  the  danger  of  accidents  and  materially  impedes 
necessary  fast  action  on  fires.  For  these  reasons,  disposal  of  this  site 
is  favored  provided  that  the  funds  received  can  be  used  to  aid  in 
providing  suitable  improvements  on  a  desirable  alternate  site. 

As  a  condition  of  such  conveyance  the  Secretary  may  in  his  dis¬ 
cretion  reserve  to  the  United  States  for  a  period  of  not  to  exceed 
2  years  from  the  late  of  the  deed  the  right  to  use  and  occupy  without 
charge  the  property  being  conveyed. 

Following  is  the  letter  from  the  Department  of  Agriculture  indicat¬ 
ing  its  approval  and  suggested  amendments  which  were  incorporated 
in  the  bill.

Dear  Senator  Ellender:  We  are  glad  to  report,  as  requested  by 
your  letter  of  March  12,  1958,  on  S.  3439,  a  bill  providing  for  the 
reconveyance  to  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  of  the  Forest  Service  fire 
warehouse  lot  in  that  city. 

We  recommend  that  S.  3439  be  enacted  if  amended  as  hereinafter 
recommended. 

This  bill  would  authorize  and  direct  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
to  sell  to  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  at  fair  market  value  as  determined  by 
the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  a  tract  of  land  owned  by  the  United 
States  and  used  by  the  Forest  Service  as  the  location  for  a  forest  fire 
control  warehouse  and  suppression  crew  headquarters,  together  with 
all  improvements  thereon.  Funds  received  for  the  property  would  be 
available  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  aid  in  the  construction 
of  similar  facilities  in  Salt  Lake  City  on  a  tract  being  assigned  to 
this  Department  by  the  General  Services  Administration. 
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Transfer  of  the  alternate  site  by  the  General  Services  Administra¬ 
tion  to  this  Department  has  not  yet  been  completed.  We,  therefore, 
recommend  that  the  authority  to  convey  be  made  permissive  rather 
than  mandatory  and  that  section  3  of  the  bill  be  amended  to  permit 
use  of  the  funds  received  from  sale  of  the  existing  property  on  any 
other  property  available  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  and  suitable 
for  the  intended  use.  This  would  permit  final  arrangements  for  a  new 
site  to  be  made  before  the  present  property  is  conveyed.  It  would  also 
permit  construction  of  the  new  facilities  on  lands  other  than  those 
specifically  described  in  section  3  of  the  bill  should  the  contemplated 
transfer  between  the  General  Services  Administration  and  this  De¬ 
partment  fail  to  be  completed. 

We  recommend  also  that  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  be  authorized 
to  reserve  in  the  deed  to  the  city  the  right  for  the  United  States  to 
use  and  occupy  the  present  property  for  not  to  exceed  2  years  from 
the  date  of  the  deed  to  the  city.  It  is  essential  that  the  Forest  Service 
have  a  warehouse  and  fire  crew  headquarters  at  Salt  Lake  City.  The 
present  improvements  are  fully  occupied.  Construction  of  new 
facilities  may  take  as  long  as  2  years  and  it  is  vital  that  fire  control 
activities  not  be  interrupted  during  this  period. 

The  amendments  recommended  above  can  be  accomplished  as 
follows : 

Page  1,  line  3,  delete  “and  directed”. 

Page  1,  line  8,  change  the  period  to  a  colon  and  add:  “Provided, 
That  as  a  condition  of  such  conveyance  the  Secretary  may  in  his 
discretion  reserve  to  the  United  States  for  a  period  of  not  to  exceed 
two  years  from  the  date  of  the  deed  the  right  to  use  and  occupy 
without  charge  the  property  being  conveyed.” 

Page  2,  line  13,  change  the  period  to  a  comma  and  add  “or  on  other 
property  acquired  by  or  available  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture.” 

In  the  interest  of  clarity,  we  suggest  that  on  page  2,  line  6,  the  comma 
be  changed  to  a  period  and  the  word  “said”  be  capitalized. 

The  property  authorized  to  be  conveyed  by  S.  3439  is  a  lot  and 
a  related  road  right-of-way  in  Salt  Lake  City  acquired  by  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  in  1935.  On  the  lot  is  a  substantial  building  and  related 
facilities.  The  building  contains  living  quarters  for  a  forest  fire 
suppression  crew  of  6  to  10  men.  It  also  contains  an  office  for  the 
forest  fire  dispatcher  and  includes  garage  space  for  fire  trucks  and 
warehouse  facilities  for  forest  fire  suppression  tools  and  equipment. 

Fire  crews  are  stationed  at  this  site  to  suppress  fires  starting  in  the 
highly  valuable  watershed  lands  which  surround  Salt  Lake  City.  It 
is  necessary  that  these  crews  reach  such  fires  in  the  shortest  possible 
time  in  order  to  achieve  prompt  fire  suppression,  minimize  costs,  and 
avoid  conflagrations.  Since  the  present  property  was  acquired  and 
improvements  placed  thereon,  Salt  Lake  City  has  increased  greatly 
in  size  so  that  the  existing  site  is  now  surrounded  by  urban  develop¬ 
ments.  This  means  that  fires  crews  en  route  to  forest  fire  must  drive 
through  a  congested  residential  and  business  part  of  the  city.  This 
situation  increases  the  danger  of  accidents  and  materially  impedes 
necessary  fast  action  on  fires.  For  these  reasons,  we  favor  disposal 
of  this  site  provided  that  the  funds  received  can  be  used  to  aid  in 
providing  suitable  improvements  on  a  desirable  alternate  site. 

We  understand  that  Salt  Lake  City  needs  the  tract  for  municipal 
purposes.  No  appraisal  of  the  existing  site  has  been  made  and  its 
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fair  market  value  therefore  is  not  known.  We  believe,  however,  that 
because  of  increased  costs  payment  of  the  fair  market  value  may  not 
provide  fully  sufficient  funds  to  finance  replacement  of  the  present 
installation.  If  this  is  so,  additional  funds  could  be  made  available 
from  regular  appropriations  for  construction  of  improvements  in 
connection  with  the  national  forests. 

The  Bureau  of  the  Budget  has  advised  this  Department  as  follows: 

“Your  are  advised  that  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget  would  not  object  to 
the  submission  of  the  proposed  report  to  the  committee.  However, 
this  advice  should  not  be  construed  as  a  commitment  to  include 
estimates  in  the  1960  or  a  later  budget  for  the  construction  of  a  new 
fire  control  center  in  the  Salt  Lake  City  area.  It  is  expected  that 
such  a  proposal  would  follow  normal  budgetary  procedures.”

It  does  apply 
to  discharges  other  than  dishonorable. 

Mr.  CUNNINGHAM  of  Iowa.  My 
next  question  is,  the  original  GI  bill  was 
enacted  in  1944  and  reenacted  in  1945 
and  contains  a  provision  that  the  GI 
bill  of  rights  shall  apply  equally  to  all 
veterans  other  than  those  with  a  dis¬ 
honorable  discharge. 

Mr.  TEAGUE  of  Texas.  The  gentle¬ 
man  is  correct. 

Mr.  CUNNINGHAM  of  Iowa.  I  un¬ 
derstand  that  has  not  been  corrected  or

In  certain  cases  a  vWferan  who  was 
initially  barred  from  benefits  because  of 
the  character  of  his  /fiscmu’ge  received 
a  corrected  discharge  too  late  to  begin 
education  or  training  within\such  pe¬ 
riods  following  separation  frorrkservice. 
It  is  the  purpose  of  S.  166  to  remove 
this  inequity  and  to  give  these  veterans 
the  same  penod  of  time  after  the  hate 
of  correction  of  the  discharge  in  whu 
to  apply/or  education  and  training  al 
they  wqnld  have  had  following  discharge 
from  service.  Of  course  this  would  be 
limited  by  the  final  terminal  date  of 
January  31,  1965,  applicable  to  training 
ider  the  Korean  GI  bill. 


Mrs.  ROGERS  of  Massachusetts.  Mr. 
Speaker,  S.  1698  would  extend  the  time 
for  Korean  veterans  to  file  claims  for 
mustering-out  pay  under  the  Veterans/ 
Readjustment  Assistance  Act.  Und 
the  act,  the  original  cut-off  date  A or 
filing  application  for  such  payment/Avas 
July  16,  1954.  The  84th  Congress  ex¬ 
tended  this  date  to  July  16,  1956/  There 
are  still  a  number  of  Korean  co/nict  vet¬ 
erans  who  have  not  received^ieir  mus¬ 
tering-out  pay  and  the  cut/off  date  for 
filing  has,  of  course,  expured.  This  bill 
will  provide  those  veteians  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  apply  for  this/benefit  to  which 
they  are  entitled.

1959.”

AMENDING  WAR  ORPHANS’  EDUCA¬ 
TIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT  OF  1956 

The  Cler/called  the  bill  (H.  R.  13559) 
to  amend/he  War  Orphans’  Educational 
Assistance  Act  of  1956  to  authorize  the 
enrollment  of  a  handicapped  eligible 
person  in  a  specialized  course  of  voca¬ 
tional  training. 

There  being  no  objection,  the  Clerk 
f'ead  the  bill,  as  follows: 

Be  it  enacted,  etc..  That  the  War  Orphans’ 
Educational  Assistance  Act  of  1956  is 
amended  by — 

(1)  inserting  "(1)”  In  subsection  (a)  of 
section  812  after  the  words  “such  course”, 
and  adding  the  following  phrase  before  the 
period  at  the  end  of  that  subsection:  “,  or 
(2)  is  approved  for  the  enrollment  of  the 
particular  individual  under  the  provisions  of 
section  314”;  and 

(2)  adding  at  the  end  of  title  III  a  new 
section  314,  as  follows: 

“specialized  vocational  training  courses 

“Sec.  314.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions 
of  subsections  (b)  and  (c)  of  section  312, 
the  Administrator  may  approve  a  specialized 
course  of  vocational  training  leading  to  a 
predetermined  vocational  objective  for  the 
enrollment  of  an  eligible  person  under  this 
title  if  he  finds  that  such  course,  either 
alone  or  when  combined  with  other  courses, 
constitutes  a  program  of  education  which  is 
suitable  for  that  person  and  is  required  be¬ 
cause  of  a  mental  or  physical  handicap.” 

.The  bill  was  ordered  to  be  engrossed 
and  read  a  third  time,  was  read  the  third 
tinmand  passed,  and  a  motion  to  recon- 
siderSvas  laid  on  the  table.

H.  R.  13559  wohld  amend  the  War  Or¬ 
phans’  Education  Assistance  Act  to  per¬ 
mit  certain  mentalW  or  physically  re¬ 
tarded  children  to  enroll  in  specialized 
courses  of  vocational  t mining.  The  War 
Orphans’  Education  Assistance  Act  of 
1956  was  a  very  important \oiece  of  legis¬ 
lation  and  provided  educational  oppor¬ 
tunities  to  the  children  of  veterans  who 
lost  their  lives  as  a  result  of  (fisability 
incurred  in  line  of  duty  duringv  World 
Wars  I  or  II,  or  the  Korean  conflict-  As 
a  result  of  this  law  many  war  orphans 
have  been  afforded  education  and  trac¬ 
ing  which  they  would  otherwise  hay 
been  unable  to  obtain.  The  standards' 
to  be  met  under  this  system  are  such 
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Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled ,  That  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  is  authorized  to  reconvey,  by  quitclaim  deed,  to  Salt 
Lake  City,  a  municipal  corporation  of  the  State  of  Utah,  the  Forest 
Service  hre  warehouse  lot  located  at  634  South  Second  East  Street 
in  Salt  Lake  City,  together  with  all  appurtenances  pertaining  thereto 
and  all  improvements  thereon:  Provided ,  That  as  a  condition  of  such 
conveyance  the  Secretary  may  in  his  discretion  reserve  to  the  United 
States  for  a  period  of  not  to  exceed  two  years  from  the  date  of  the 
deed  the  right  to  use  and  occupy  without  charge  the  property  being 
conveyed. 

Sec.  2.  The  real  property  conveyance  which  is  authorized  by  this 
Act  is  described  as  commencing  at  the  southeast  corner  of  lot  8, 
block  20,  plat  A,  Salt  Lake  City  survey  and  running  thence  west  10 
rods;  thence  north  5  rods;  thence  east  10  rods;  thence  south  5  rods 
to  the  place  of  beginning. 

Sec.  3.  The  consideration  for  the  conveyance  herein  authorized 
shall  be  the  fair  market  value  of  the  property  as  determined  by  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture.  Said  payment  to  the  United  States  shall 
be  deposited  in  a  special  fund  and  shall  be  available  to  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  in  the  construction  of  other 
similar  facilities  in  Salt  Lake  City  on  property  available  to  the 
Forest  Service  at  the  former  Veterans’  Administration  site  near 
Fort  Douglas,  which  is  being  assigned  by  the  General  Services  Ad¬ 
ministration,  or  on  other  property  acquired  by  or  available  to  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture. 

Sec.  4.  The  United  States  purchased  the  lot  from  Salt  Lake  City 
by  deed  dated  April  25,  1935,  recorded  in  book  142  of  deeds,  page 
337  of  the  Salt  Lake  County  recorder’s  office  records.
